Yet the capitalists and their contemptible hirelings remain en- 
tirely indifferent. Hoover, Green, Norman Thomas, Roosevelt—all 
self-seeking tools of the bankers and fact 
ly about an early return of prosperity, about “studying” upemploy- 
ment, about everything except the immediate relief which the workers 
really need. ' | 


And no sooner are the lying statements of these political fakers 
made than they are refuted by the actual facts of life. They promise 
action, but no action is taken. They promise improvement in the situa- 
tion, and unemployment increases. The latest promises of Hoover and 
Green were yesterday refuted by figures from Detroit—a manufactur- 
ing center typical of the country as a whole. Hoover promised “pros- 
perity,” the figures of the Detroit Board of Commerce show an in- 
crease of 8.2 per cent in unemployment in September. Simultaneously 
reports show a further decline in steel production for September and a 
further decline in freight car loadings—all of which show, not return- 
ing prosperity, but a further deepening of the economic crisis. 


More mass lay-offs, more wage cuts, more speed-up in the fac- 
tories, this is the outlook facing the workers. This means indescribable 
suffering for the jobless masses, which will reach unheard of dimen- 
sions with the approach of winter. For the employed workers it means 
a living standard reduced so law as to make existence well nigh 
impgssible. 

Thousands of workers will freeze in the streéts. Thousands of 
workers will starve. Nothing else can be the outlook unless the work- 
ers, employed and unemployed, organize and fight. The capitalist 
politicians—republican, democratic and socialist—with their lying 
promises, are trying to save the bosses’ profits by preventing organ- 
ized struggle. Their fake promises are designed for no other purpose. 


Only the Communist Party—the workers’ party—comes forward 
as the organizer and leader of the workers in this critical situation. 
Unly the Communist Party points the way through organization in the 
Trade Union Unity League and the Unemployed Councils for struggle 
against evictions, against mass lay-offs, against wage cuts, against 
the inhuman speed-up, against lynching, for immediate unemployment 
insurance, for the 7-hour day, 5-day week, and for full equality and 
the right of self determination for the Negroes.

A Gruesome Indictment 


T= spectre of death today hovers over thousands of working class 
homes, Yesterday. in New York City alone four unemployed work- 

ers, driven to desperation, took their own lives, leaving behind them 
families to mourn their death. 

Harry Gordon, aged fifty-two, committed suicide. by hanging him- 
self from the gas fixture in his home, 

Morris Klein, aged sixty-five, jumped from the fifth floor of the 
apartment where he lived. 


Timothy Healy, aged fifty, hung himself from a tree. 

Arthur Lowrie, aged thirty-five, an ex-serviceman, jumped from 
the fifth floor of the Veterans’ Bureau when he was denied “any kind 
of work,” leaving behind him a wife and two chikiren. 

All these items were tucked away in remote corners of yesterday’s 
New Y@k evening papers. 

On the front pages of these same papers were big headlines and 
columns of news about Hoover’s attack on Bolshevism and his praise 
for American “justice” and “democracy.” 


There were reports of the convention of the American Legion in 
Boston where ex-officers, many of whom never saw the war except in 
the “movies,” were swilling in booze and laying plans for war on all 
fighting workers’ organizations, while their starving comrade in New 
York was taking his life because he could not find work. 


There were reports of the A. F. of L. convention where the fat- 
bellied fakers, also pickled in alcohol, were giving out assurances about 
an “early return of prosperity” and loudly shouting that the workers 
did not need unemployment insurance. . 

There were stories of graft and corruption in city, state and na- 
tional government, accompanjed by demands and counter-demands for 
investigations and imlictments by republican, democratic and socialist 
politicians alil:e. . 

But the stories of these four tragedies in working class homes re- 
ceived only four inches of space —one inch each. 

And these for suicides do not tell the whole story. These are 
but the symptoms of a much more serious tragedy. They arise as a 
result of uncmployment. Eight million workers are jobless. The num- 
ber is daily increasing as one factory after another reduces its crew. 
The situation is further accentuated by the coming of cold weather. 
Slow death from starvation is the lot of thousands today in Hoover’s 
glorious America. These four (which throughout the country number 
hundreds) merely accepted this fate and selected a faster method. 

And yet Hoover, Green, Thomas, Roosevelt and their fellow fakers 
can remain entirely indifferent, concerning themselves only with their 
own political interests, and the fat salaries which they receive for 
serving the very capitalist system which is responsible for the starva- 
tion and misery of the masses. 

But the masses are not indifferent. And the masses are not going 
to make it easy for the bosses by taking their own lives. The masses 
are going to fight. They will not starve! They will not freeze! They 
will not be evicted! They are already beginning to see through the 
fakery of the republicans, democrats and „ They will rally 
for determined, uncompromizing struggle. Communist Party 
leadership, for immediate relief and against the damnable capitalist 
system which creates such poverty and misery for the workers. They 
will “Vote Communist!” on November 4th!

DETROIT, Oct. 9.—Graft and 
corruption, inspiring to robbery, 
participation in kidnapping plots, as 
well as beating down workers is the 
job of the Detroit police department. 
These heroes in uniform who jail 
every day workers are part and 
parcel of the Detroit underworld, 
which was lately exposed by dif- 
ferent witnesses, who are engaged 
in all kinds of rackets. 


The graft and corruption went so 
far that the Detroit bosses in order 
not to expose too much their police 
and courts had to appoint an inves- 
tigation grand jury in order to 
squash all these charges, which 
have been made lately by the Det- 
roit underworld. The proceedings of 
the grand jury are as usual secret. 
Despite the closed doors, we are 
able from time to time to get 
crumbs of information of the testi- 
monies. of the witnesses about the 
role of the Detroit police. 

One of the members of a kidnap- 
érs gang, who is already sentenced 
has nothing to lose when called on 
the witness satnd before the grand 
jury in speaking of the “honesty of 

Murphy's police” openly stated: 

“When I walked the street a cer- 
tain (7) officer always approached 
me said ‘give me f dollars.“ 
And to give it to him, or go 

to jail whether he had anything on 
me or not.” 

The same gentleman of the un- 
derworld, Andrews’ explained an al- 


leged feud between two highly 
placed police “officers said: 

“One was sore at the other, be- 
cause he thought he is taking the 
most of the upderworld graft and 
they had a fist fight over it in Al 
Thorps’ saloon.” 

This fellow Andrews should be

NEW YORK.—Spcaking at a 
conferer.ce of the Peoples Lobby at 
the Civic Club Monday aftcrncon, 
Robert Dun, secretary of the I- 
bor Research Association, attacked 
the unemployment relief schemes 
proposed by the republican, social- 
ist and demecratic parties and 
pointed out that unemployment in- 
creases in every capitalist country 
but is decreasing in the Soviet 
Union.

“Dr.” John T. Dorrance, president 
and owner of the Campbell Soup 
Co, died on Sept. 21, 1980. “Dr.” 
Dorrance was no ordinary exploiter, 
No indeed. In fact, judging from 
his will probated today he leaves an 
estate of 150,000,000, second only to 
the late Payne Whitney's estate of 
$194,000,000. He was one of the 
greatest of all America’s parasites. 

The Campbell Soup Co, employs 

5,000 workers, dreadfully exploited. 
In fact, prior to death, Dorrance suc- 
ceeded in reducing the pitiful wages 
from 88 cents to 28 cents an hour. 
This means a net saving of 50 cents 
a day, $3 a week upon each worker 
for the new industrial prince, John 
Dorrance, Jr., eleven years of age 
and his sister princesses. 

Cut Wages 

The will is an ironcladed one, so 
worded that the control of Camp- 
bell’s cannot pass out of the hands 
of the family.

The greatest part of them 
is not sentenced but under “invest- 
igation,” but the trials have been 
postponed indefinitely.

All revolutionary organs are 
forbidden, merely one anarchist or- 
gan is permitted. 


aim of these two groups was to 
unite all the forces fighting against 
the party and the working class.

The campaign for signatures was an exten- 
sive and sustained campaign of individual bol- 
shevik agitation that actually reached tens of 
thousands of new workers with Communist 
propaganda. 

The character of the agitation, the results 
obtained and the large percentage of members 
involved reflects the readiness of our Party 
to participate in broad agitation and the pos- 
sibilities of securing serious results on the 
basis of planned activities.

The Cleveland District Before and After 
the Plan of Action 


By BEN INTRATOR (Cleveland). 


STRICT SIX, just as other districts, began 

to carry out the Plan of Action at a time 
when it was politically and organizationally in- 
capable to do it. 

The units on the most part were units on 
paper which in the case of out of town did 
not ectvally meet, with the exception of our 
unit in Akron. Those of our units which did 
meet had dead, lifeless meetings, conducted no 
activity whatsoever and functioned more as so- 
cial clubs where our membership would come 
@dgether once a week for an hour or two. 

As a result of this there was practically no 
activity m the shops, not a single shop nucleus 
or shop committee existed and no shop papers 


The result of this neglect of practical every 
day work of the Y. C. L. in the shops was that 
our Y. C. L. became more and more isolated 
from the young workers, instead of developing 
and increasing our activities, as this radical- 
ization of the young workers progressed. 

On the other hand while the every day work 
was neglected and not carried out in the shops, 
we find that the V. C. L. busied itself nrimar- 
ily with demonstrative ‘activity which although 
very good could not be brought successful 
results, due to the preparatory propaganda 
not being spread in the shops. 

The Y. C. L. considered demonstrations for 
demonstrations sake and failed to link up the 
campaigns but separated them. The activity 
ceased when the demonstrations ended. 


The result of this absolutely wrong method 


of work resulted in the following example: 

On March 6th the Y. C. L. succeeded in re- 
cruiting 200 young workers into the Y. C. L. 
With a very few exeeptions (about 6 or 7) 
none of these applicants were followed up, at- 
tended to, and those that did attend the Y. C. 
I meetings were lost, due to the lack of ac- 
tivity, dry meetings, and generally wrong 
method of work. 

The district was loose not only in activity, 
but we find that even in the leadership this 
had a very bad effect. The district depart- 
ments did not function and some of our most 
important departments were not in existence 
such as the T. U. U. L. and anti-militarist 
departments. 

The dues payments were a fraction of what 
they should be and signatures were written 
into the books instead of stamps being given. 

A spirit of being permanently unemployed 
existed among our comrades and resulted in 
mental depression and demoralization of our 


What Was Done. 

One of the basic reasons why the plan of 
action did not fully fulfill its object was be- 
cause the leadership did not fully realize the 
political importance of the plan of action. 

What steps we took are as follows: 

1. Had a thorough discussion in the bureau 
on the plan of action. 

2. Mobilized our leadership to set an exam- 
ple in the units to carry out the tasks. 

3. We fought against any signs of pas- 


Ay sivity and pessimism on the part of either the 
leadership 


and membership. 
After mobilizing the district leadership it 


What are some of the things that are im- 
portant in reviewing the plan of action? 

1. It has proven to the satisfaction of the 
League, in my opinion, the superiority of 
planned activity over a given period of time 
to the old method used by us, of sporadic out- 
bursts of activity a few days before culmina- 
tion of a certain campaign or demonstration. 

This sporadic activity resulted in a general 
impression of the League membership that a 
certain demonstration or campaign is an end 
in itself instead of a means an end. 

This always led to an underestimation of 
the campaign and the necessity to link up a 
certain campaign with all the campaigns of 
the Party and League. 

This attitude must and can be broken by the 
new method of work adopted by the League. 

2. The Plan of Action has gone a long 
way towards orientating our Y. C. L. to the 
necessity of changing our League from a nar- 
row and sectarian organization to a mass or- 
ganization of young Communists ready at all 
times to take advantage of the objective situa- 


| tion and local issues prevailing, to lead the 


young workers into struggle. 

This; however, can only be done by consis- 
tent and sacrificing effort in activity by our 
League membership. : 

3. The system of planned activity will also 
result in a coordination of the’ activities of 
both the Party and the Y. C. L. resulting in 
more and better organizational results than 
till now. 

Our Party will take the responsibility of 
building the Y. C. L. in the districts, and the 
League as a school of Communists, will send 
more and better comrades into the Party ready 
for the leading cadres of our Party because 
of their previous training. 

Can these results be accomplished? Yes, 
and in as short time as possible because the 
immediate future speaks of tremendous mass 
struggles of the workers against capitalism. 

Our Party and League must be the leading 
core in these struggles in order not only to 
bring them to a satisfactory conclusion but 
also to increase their membership and their 
mass following in the working class.

Bruening Government dissolved the 
Reichstag because it did not pos- 
sess a majority for carrying 
through its dictatorial taxation 
measures, neither it nor anybody in 
Germany believed that the elections 
on September 14 would have such 
a result. The fact that the old 
bourgeois parties have been almost 
completely shattered by the election 
and a new party, the National So- 
cialist Party has far outstripped all 
other bourgeois parties, is almost 
unexampled in the history of Par- 
liament. 

The result of the elections denotes 
more than mere discontent with the 
policy hitherto pursued in Germany: 
it indicates the rapid approach of a 
great revolutionary crisis arising 
on the basis of the economic crisis 
and the Young Plan. 

The Communist Party has in- 
creased its vote from 3,260,000 to 
nearly 4,600,000. That is a gain of 
more than 1,300,000 votes. At the 
same time the social democratic 
party has lost over 600,000 votes 
while the participation in the elec- 
tion was 13 per cent higher than at 
the previous Reichstag election. 
Reckoning according to seats, the 
social democracy, in view of the 
greatly increased participation in 
the election and the growth in the 


increased its seats from 153 to 181. 
Instead, however, it has obtained 
only 143 seats. The loss of 38 seats 
jeannot be designated as a trifling 
loss or even as a social democratic 
victory” as “Le Peuple” and other 
social democratic organs do. 
Reckoned according to the in- 
creased participation in the election 
the Communist Party would have 
increased the number of its seats 
from 54 to 63, but it has actually 
obtained 76, which means that it 
has really been able to gather fresh 
broad masses of the workers round 
its flag. The votes lost by the so- 
cial democracy were almost entirely 
absorbed by the Communists. It is 
only in a few places that our gains 
in votes were less than the losses 
of the social democracy. There can 
be no doubt whatever that the Com- 
munist Party has succeeded in deep- 
ly. penetrating the ranks of the so- 
cial democratic electors.

What makes the vote of the Com- 
munist Party so important is the 
fac tthat it is almost entirely de- 
rived from the proletarian class 
whilst the growth in the Hitler par- 


ty on the other hand mainly repre- 


sents only a regrouping in the bour- 
geois camp. The German national- 
ist party lost half of its electors to 
Hitler, whilst the German People’s 
Party lost 40 per cent and the State 
party lost 20 per cent of their sup- 
porters to the national socialists. 
The increased participation of bour- 
geois elements in the election ac- 
cried wholly to the benefit of the 
national socialists. The national 
socialists became the rallying cen- 
ter of all discontented elements of 
the bourgeoisie and a portion of.the 
workers and employees who have 
been betrayed by the social fascists 
and are now misled and confused 
by the fascists. It thus represents 
a socially heterogeneous crowd. 

If ‘one compares the bourgeois 
votes..with the votes cast for the 
social democrats and Communists, 
one does not ‘observe’ any great 
change in the total result. As the 
bourgeois parties and in particular 
the national socialists conducted 
their election campaign under the 
slogan: “Shatter the Marxist 
camp!” (under which term they 
mean the social democrats and the 
Communists) it can be said that 
this attack has been completely re- 
pulsed and has ended only with the 
bankruptcy of the bourgeois par- 
ties. Of all the bourgeois parties 
only the Centre is able to record 
any gain. But this gain is only an 
absolute increase in the vote polled, 
while relatively considered the Cen- 
tre has to record d loss. Only in 
the Rhenish Westphalian industrial 
district have the Communists suc- 
ceeded in winning over a part of 
the workers who have hitherto sup- 
ported the Centre Party. 

The Communist Party gained its 
election victory under a clear and 
straightforward slogan: Overthrow 
of capitalism and fight for a Soviet 
Germany. This slogan dominated 
the whole of the election agitation. 
At no time was there the slightest

The fact that the Communist) 


Party has become the leading party 
in Berlin, Halle, .

East, Upper Silesia, Cologne- 
Aachen we have outstripped the so- 
cial democratic party. In the big 
towns on the Rhine and on the Ruhr

It was only in the fashionable West 
End districts that the social démo- 
crats were able to poll a larger vote 
than the Communists. The more 
bourgeois the district is, the greater 
the advantage of the social demo- 
erats. Nothing can show. more 
plainly, than the election result in
